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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  County  Council 
MY  LORDS.  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  of  the  County 
of  East  Suffolk  for  the  year  1967.  The  report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  required  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and- follows  the  pattern  of  previous  years. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  statistics  for  the  year  are  so  similar  to  those  of  the  previous  year  that 
there  seems  to  be  little  to  call  for  any  special  comment.  The  birth  rate  is  down  by 
. 1 per  thousand  and  the  death  rate  by  .3  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The  popu- 
lation for  the  area  has  increased  by  nearly  5,000,  which  seems  to  be  the  norm  of 
recent  years. 

Infant  and  neo-natal  death  rates  are  all  a little  lower  than  in  the  previous  year 
and  still  well  below  the  national  figures  for  England  and  Wales. 

I am  sorry  to  have  to  report  that  once  again  there  has  been  a death  associated 
with  pregnancy  of  an  East  Suffolk  mother.  This  is  the  fifth  consecutive  year  in 
which  there  has  been  a single  death  from  this  cause,  and  each  case  is  the  subject 
of  intensive  enquiry. 

Nursing  Services 

Generally  there  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  number  of  staff  employed 
and  part-time  staff  have  been  engaged  wherever  they  can  suitably  help  the  full-time 
staff.  The  chief  difficulty  has  been  with  the  midwifery  service,  where  the  em- 
ployment of  part-time  staff  cannot  help  the  full-time  staff  to  the  same  extent.  It  is 
with  the  health  visiting  service  that  there  has  been  the  greatest  improvement  in  the 
staffing  situation  and  it  is  hoped,  although  thetotal  staff  required  will  not  be  obtained 
in  the  foreseeable  future,  that  the  increased  strength  will  enable  us  to  increase  the 
attachment  of  health  visitors  to  general  practitioners. 

Nursery  and  Child  Minders 

Mention  was  made  in  my  last  report  of  the  big  increase  in  the  number  of  chil- 
dren who  could  be  cared  for  in  day  nurseries  or  with  child  minders  registered  with 
the  Authority.  Some  of  the  existing  approved  establishments  failed  through  lack  of 
interest,  but  the  majority  have  been  well  supported  and  applications  for  registration 
are  received  in  a steady  flow.  At  the  present  timethere  are  places  for  700  or  more 
children  in  registered  day  nurseries  or  with  child  minders. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  second  stage  of  the  re-organisation  and 
modernisation  of  the  service  with  the  opening  of  the  Bramford  Ambulance  Station, 
which  replaces  the  former  Ipswich  Station  which  was  lacking  in  modern  facilities. 
The  County  with  the  Saxmundham  Control  Station  and  Lowestoft  now  has  its  three 
main  modern  ambulance  stations. 

Co-operation  with  Hospital  and  Family  Doctor  Services 

During  the  year  the  co-operation  w'hich  has  existed  between  the  Health  Depart- 
ment's services  and  the  hospital  and  family  doctor  services  has  continued  and  has 
indeed  been  strengthened.  With  the  need  to  make  the  best  use  of  hospital  beds  the 
trend  in  recentyears  has  been  the  earlier  discharge  of  patientsfrom  hospital  to  their 
homes  which,  although  throwing  an  extra  burden  on  the  home  nursing  and  midwifery 
staff,  has  been  accepted  cheerfully  by  the  nurses  concerned.  In  particular  the  "48 
hour  discharge"  of  maternity  cases  has  made  it  possible  for  many  more  women  in 
the  priority  groups  to  have  their  babies  in  hospital.  Co-operation  with  the  hospital 
authorities  has  also  ensured  that  where  for  any  reason  there  has  been  a shortage  of 
domiciliary  midwives  in  a part  of  the  County,  hospital  maternity  beds  have  been 
made  available.  We  have  continued  our  policy  of  seeking  close  co-operation  with 
the  family  doctors  by  encouraging  them  to  take  over  the  responsibility  of  the  child 
health  clinics  where , of  course,  they  work  with  the  health  visitors  and  other  staff 
of  the  Health  Department.  It  is  hoped  that  eventually  all  the  clinics  will  be  staffed 
by  general  practitioners. 
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Discussions  have  also  taken  place  with  groups  of  general  practitioners  on  the 
question  of  attachment  of  nursing  staff  to  the  practice.  During  the  year  it  has  been 
found  possible  to  attach  a health  visitor  to  each  of  the  groups  of  doctors  in  Felixstowe , 
whilst  in  other  areas  it  was  possible  to  forge  a closer  link  between  family  doctors 
and  health  visitors,  home  nurses  and  midwives. 

An  outstanding  development  was  the  acceptance  by  the  County  Council  of  the 
policy  of  providing  a health  centre  in  Stowmarket.  This  decision  arose  from  an 
application  from  the  general  practitioners  and  although  in  a county  such  as  East 
Suffolk  any  health  centre  development  will  be  on  a very  modest  scale  compared  with 
health  centres  envisiaged  in  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  it  is  good  to 
know  that  a start  is  being  made  in  this  type  of  development.  Preliminary  dis- 
cussions have  been  held  with  the  Executive  Council,  the  Hospital  Authority  and  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Notification  of  Congenital  Defects  Apparent  at  Birth 

The  scheme  for  notification  of  congenital  defects  apparent  at  birth  continued  to 
operate  smoothly.  Defects  are  notified  by  the  midwife  in  attendance  at  the  birth  and 
the  potential  handicap  of  the  defect  is  reviewed  in  the  Health  Department,  in  order 
that  any  action  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  take  in  the  future  for  the  child's  bene- 
fit can  be  noted.  During  the  year  44  cases  of  congenital  defect  were  notified  and 
were  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  from  East  Suffolk. 

Fluoridation  of  Public  Water  Supplies 

I cannot  refrain  from  expressing  the  personal  opinion  that  fluoridation  of 
public  water  supplies  in  East  Suffolk  is  a development  which  should  be  achieved  at 
the  earliest  possible  date.  As  the  subject  has  in  recent  years  twice  been  debated 
by  the  County  Council  and  as  there  has  been  no  major  change  in  the  circumstances, 
there  is  nothing  further  to  report. 

General 

The  year  under  review  has  been  an  unspectacular  one,  but  it  is  possible  to 
report  some  progress  in  the  work  for  which  the  Health  Committee  are  responsible 
and,  despite  many  staffing  difficulties,  it  is  at  least  some  small  consolation  to  see 
that  there  has  been  no  diminution  in  the  level  of  the  services  and  nowhere  have  they 
been  found  seriously  wanting.  Staffing  shortages  — perhaps  even  more  than 
economic  difficulties  — have  not  made  improvements  easy  of  attainment.  The 
enthusiasm  and  loyalty  of  all  branches  of  the  staff  has  been  evident,  but  hopes  and 
plans  for  the  future  must  necessarily  be  affected  by  the  shadow  of  the  long  awaited 
Report  on  the  Administrative  Structure  of  the  National  Health  Service  and  the 
Seebohm  Committee  Report  on  a wide  range  of  social  services.  It  seems  clear 
that  these  reports  must  lead  to  drastic  changes  in  the  health  and  allied  social  serr 
vices  of  local  authorities , but  insofar  as  they  will  lead  to  a more  effectual  integration 
of  the  Committee's  work  with  the  General  Practitioner  and  Hospital  Services,  they 
will  be  welcome.  In  a report  of  this  nature  thanks  may  necessarily  be  formal,  but 
I am  glad  at  least  once  a year  to  have  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and 
all  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  in  the  work  being  carried 
out  and  the  kindly  support  which  is  always  forthcoming.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  my 
Administrative  Deputy  and  County  Welfare  Officer,  Mr.  L.J.  Bowling,  and  to  all 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  willingness  and  loyalty.

Ante -Natal  Clinics: 

General  practitioners  in  many  districts  hold  ante-natal  sessions 
for  their  own  patients  either  in  clinic  premises  or  in  their  own  surgeries 
and  in  some  of  these  districts  the  Council's  midwife  also  attends. 


Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Classes: 

Regular  mothercraft  and  relaxation  classes  were  held  in  the  main 
urban  centres  and  they  proved  popular  with  a number  of  the  mothers. 
Altogether  361  expectant  mothers,  of  whom  140  were  booked  for  hospital 
confinement,  attended  the  sessions  and  made  a total  of  1,831  attendances. 

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children: 

33  expectant  mothers  were  found  accommodation  in  Mother  and  Baby 
Homes  under  the  agreed  arrangements  between  the  County  Council  and 
the  St.  Edmundsbury  and  Ipswich  and  the  Norwich  Diocesan  Moral 
Welfare  Associations. 


Care  of  Premature  Infants: 

234  premature  live  births  were  notified  in  the  year.  196  were  born 
in  hospital.  Of  these,  179  survived  beyond  28  days.  38  were  born  at 
home,  and  of  these  2 were  transferred  to  hospital  where  one  died.  The 
remaining  36  were  nursed  at  home  and  35  survived  beyond  28  days.

Welfare  Foods: 

There  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  99  places  throughout  the  county 
where  welfare  foods  could  be  obtained.

This  table  is  a summary  of  the  registers  held  by  the  District  Med- 
ical Officers  of  Health. 
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Chiropody  Services: - 

The  Council's  arrangements  for  chiropody  treatment  for  old  people 
continues  to  be  given  through  an  agency  agreement  with  the  East  Suffolk 
Old  People's  Welfare  Association.  Treatments  are  given  by  appointment 
at  sessions  arranged  in  conjunction  with  old  people's  clubs  or  at  clinics 
or  in  the  chiropodist' s own  surgery  but  where  this  is  not  possible  arrange- 
ments can  be  made  for  the  chiropodist  to  pay  a visit  to  the  patient's  home. 
Altogether  through  this  service  21,772  treatments  were  given  to  4,245 
old  people. 

Chiropody  treatment  for  the  other  priority  classes,  the  expectant 
mother  or  the  younger  physically  handicapped  person,  are  dealt  with 
directly  by  the  Department  but  the  demand  is  small  and  only  6 patients 
were  treated. 

In  addition  1,040  treatments  were  given  to  483  persons  in  local 
authority  Old  Peoples  Homes.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  COUNTY 

General 


Intensive  farming  methods  have  given  rise  to  considerable  specu- 
lation on  possible  Public  Health  problems.  The  effect  on  nutritional 
value  of  food  produced,  food  additives,  nuisance,  spread  of  disease, 
antibiotics  and  drug  resistance  causing  most  concern. 

Nuisances  arising  from  intensive  livestock  units  continued  in  many 
parts  of  the  County  during  1967.  In  one  instance  a successful  prose- 
cution was  brought  by  a Rural  District  Council  against  a pig  keeper  who 
was  causing  considerable  nuisance  by  disposal  of  slurry. 

The  use  of  intensive  methods  seems  inevitable  in  the  present 
economic  circumstances,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  establishment 
of  intensive  units  in  close  proximity  to  dwellings  can  lead  to  considerable 
discomfort  and  inconvenience. 

Housing 


The  duty  of  the  County  Council,  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957  is  to 
have  constant  regard  to  housing  conditions  in  rural  districts,  to  consider 
the  extent  to  which  unsatisfactory  conditions  exist  and  the  sufficiency 
of  the  steps  taken  by  District  Councils  to  remedy  such  conditions.  To 
enable  the  County  Council  to  carryout  this  duty  and  assist  me  in  connec- 
tion with  sanitary  circumstances,  the  District  Councils  have  provided 
information,  much  of  which  is  used  in  this  report.  I would  like  to 
acknowledge  the  ready  co-operation  of  the  Councils  and  their  Officers 
in  this  respect. 

Summaries  of  the  housing  activities  of  the  District  Councils  inthe 
County  are  given  in  Tables  XVI  and  XVII. 

Housing  improvement  continues  to  form  a large  portion  of  housing 
activity  and  attention  is  drawn  to  the  declaration  of  two  further  improve- 
ment areas  involving  some  161  properties. 

Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage 

Information  for  this  section  of  the  report  has  been  supplied  by  the 
County  Surveyor,  the  Roads  and  Bridges  Department  being  responsible 
for  the  examination  of  schemes  of  water  supply  and  sewerage  submitted 
to  the  County  Council  for  financial  assistance. 

Water  Supplies 

The  Felixstowe  and  District  Water  Company  became  part  of  the 
Ipswich  Corporation  Water  Undertaking  on  1st  April,  1967,  With  the 
exception  of  two  very  small  areas  that  remain  independent,  the  whole 
of  the  process  of  consolidation  into  two  main  groups  has  now  been 
completed . 


SUMMARY  OF  HOUSING  ACTIVITIES  IN  BOROUGHS  AND  URBAN  DISTRICTS 
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Applications  for  grant  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  water  mains 
have  been  restricted  to  several  minor  extensions  to  supply  small  groups 
of  isolated  properties. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

During  the  year  there  has  been  considerable  activity  in  connection 
with  the  provision  of  main  drainage  in  numerous  areas  throughout  the 
County. 

Schemes  have  been  completed  in  Sibton,  Peasenhall  and  Yoxford; 
Gt.  Finborough  and  Buxhall;  Coddenham;  Greeting  St.  Peter;  Blyford 
and  Holton;  Willingham  and  Shadingfield . 

Work  is  in  hand  in  connection  with  a number  of  schemes,  i.e.  at 
Kesgrave,  Martlesham  and  Rushmere;  Aldringham;  Kirton;  Grundis- 
burgh  and  Burgh;  Wetherden  and  Haughley  New  Street;  Needham 
Market  (extension  of  existing  works);  Barham;  Metfield;  Horham; 
Mutford;  Hintlesham;  Chelmondiston.  Most  of  these  projects  are 
well  advanced  and  will  soon  be  completed. 

Schemes  are  in  preparation  in  respect  of  a further  61  jDarishes; 
the  proposals  for  28  of  these  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  for  their  approval. 

All  the  figures  quoted,  i.e.  in  respect  of  schemes  completed,  in 
hand,  and  in  preparation,  show  a considerable  increase  on  those  for  the 
previous  year,  and  are  indicative  of  the  activity  of  the  various  local 
authorities  in  this  part  of  their  duties. 

Many  schemes  have,  however,  been  subject  to  long  delays;  the 
main  cause  remains  the  difficulty  in  the  purchase  of  sites  for  treatment 
works  and  pumping  stations  and  in  agreeing  terms  for  their  acquisition. 
One  more  unusual  factor  was  the  financial  failure  of  two  contractors 
whilst  carrying  out  sewerage  works;  this  resulted  in  considerable 
inconvenience  and  a long  extension  of  the  time  of  operations. 

One  Local  Authority  has  decided,  in  view  of  the  present  economic 
situation  to  defer  two  sewerage  schemes  for  a year.  It  is  not  known  at 
the  present  time,  however,  whether  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  will  wish,  for  the  same  reason,  to  defer  or  modify  any  of 
the  proposals  submitted  to  them. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Inspection  of  Meat  for  Human  Consumption 

Details  are  given  in  Table  XVIII  of  meat  inspection  carried  out  in 
1967.  The  service  is  mainly  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
of  the  County  District  Councils. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  — Sampling  for  Chemical  Analysis 

The  CountyCouncil  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  whole 
of  the  Administrative  County,  with  the  exception  of  the  Borough  of 
Lowestoft.  Details  are  given  below  of  the  samples  of  milk,  other  foods, 
and  drugs  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 
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During  1967,  809  samples  were  taken  for  analysis  representing 
4.02  samples  per  1,000  population.  49.07%  of  the  samples  were  milk 
and  50.93%  other  food  and  drugs.  38  samples,  i.e.  4.7%  proved 
unsatisfactory .

Samples  reported  as  unsatisfactory  are  those  where  the  fat  or  non- 
fatty  solids  content  were  below  the  "presumptive"  standard  of  the  "Sale 
of  Milk  Regulations"  or  the  fat  content  standard  of  the  "Milk and  Dairies 
(Channel  Islands  and  SouthDevon  Milk) Regulations".  Whether  or  not  the 
deficiencies  are  due  to  natural  causes  is  established  either  by  samples 
taken  at  supervised  milkings  or  by  the  Hortvet  (Freezing  Point)  Test. 

The  two  samples  containing  added  water  were  sold  by  a Producer/ 
Retailer.  A complaint  was  received  in  respect  of  this  milk  and  a bottle 
of  milk  alleged  to  have  been  delivered  to  the  complainant  was  tested 
informally  and  found  to  be  heavily  adulterated. 

A subsequent  delivery  of  milk  was  witnessed  by  the  officers  con- 
cerned and  the  first  sample  was  of  a bottle  of  milk  actually  delivered 
to  the  complainant.  A further  sample  was  taken  from  the  delivery  vehicle. 
On  analysis  the  samples  were  found  to  contain  at  least  41%  and  40%  of 
added  water. 

The  producer  pleaded  guiltyto  the  offence  and  in  mitigation  stated 
that  watered  milk  prepared  for  calf  feeding  had  been  bottled  for  sale  by 
mistake.  He  had  been  convicted  of  a similar  offence  in  1961  when  he 
was  fined  £10  for  selling  milk  containing  7%  added  water.  In  this 
instance  a fine  of  £12  10s.  was  imposed  in  respect  of  each  offence.

Information  in  respect  of  unsatisfactory  food  and  drugs  samples 
is  given  in  Table. 

It  will  be  seen  that  incorrect  labels  account  for  a large  proportion 
of  the  unsatisfactory  samples,  the  usual  course  taken  is  to  contact  the 
manufacturers,  and  to  arrange  for  subsequent  label  alteration  or  adjust- 
ment to  recipes. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  respect  of  the  sample  of 
"California  Lemon  Juice".  This  product  had  been  held  by  the  retailer 
for  a considerable  period  and  was  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  as  unfit 
for  consumption  or  sale.  A fine  of  £10  was  imposed.

Under  the  Regulations,  licences  to  use  the  Special  Designation 
"Untreated",  "Pasteurised",  "Sterilized"  and  "Ultra  Heat  Treated"  in 
relation  to  milk  sold  by  Dealers  (other  than  Producers)  in  the  County  are 
issued  by  the  County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority.  Table  shows 
the  number  of  licences  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year.

During  the  year  10  applications  were  made  for  Dealer's  (pre- 
packed Milk)  licences  to  sell  Ultra  Heat  Treated  milk.  Generally  this 
is  stocked  at  retail  shops  and  chain-stores  and  sales  appear  to  be  still 
on  a limited  scale. 


Licensed  dairy  premises  are  regularly  inspected , particularly  those 
where  milk  is  treated  or  bottled.  Checks  on  cleanliness  and  sterility 
of  churns,  bottles  and  apparatus  are  also  made. 

Table  XX  gives  details  of  samples  taken  during  the  year .,  Failure 
of  a sample  to  satisfythe  prescribed  test  is  investigated  thoroughly.  As 
a result  of  such  investigations  during  the  year  it  was  revealed  that  use  of 
pasteurising  equipment  for  pre -heating  milk  for  cream  separation  resulted 
in  inadequately  heated  milk  flowing  forward  for  bottling.

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Biological  Examination  of  Milk  and  Cream 

Sampling  for  biological  purposes  is  carried  out  on  herds  wherethe 
milk  is  sold  for  consumption  in  its  raw  state  or  used  for  making  cream 
or  other  products;  in  some  cases  cream  is  also  examined. 


During  1967,  190  samples  were  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  taken  from  49  herds. 

2 samples  taken  from  the  herd  of  a producer/ retailer  were  found 
to  contain  brucella  organisms.  In  the  investigation,  milk  from  8 cows 
gave  a positive  ring  test  result,  and  the  organism  was  cultured  from  2 
of  them.  Three  cows  have  been  sold  and  the  remainder  isolated,  their 
milk  being  sent  for  pasteurisation.  The  producer  has  given  an  under- 
taking to  the  District  Medical  Officer  to  dispose  of  the  cows  producing 
milk  with  high  ring  test  results  at  the  end  of  their  current  lactation. 


During  1967  a Brucella  (Accredited  Herds)  Scheme  was  started  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture , Fisheries  and  Food  and  far  more  interest  is 
now  being  shown  in  agricultural  circles. 

651  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Milk  Ring  Test  during  1967,  of 
these  47  proved  positive.  Where  positive  results  occur  in  connection 
with  a producer/retailer  herd  checks  are  carried  out  and  appropriate 
action  taken  if  the  organism  is  cultured.  In  other  cases  the  producers 
are  notified  of  the  results. 


Antibiotics  in  Milk 


During  1967,  561  samples  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
antibiotics;  of  these,  2 samples  taken  from  2 herds  were  positive . One 
herd  was  situated  in  an  adjoining  county  and  the  results  were  forwarded 
to  the  appropriate  officers.  In  the  other  instance  it  was  ascertained 
that  milk  from  a cow  treated  with  penicillin  was  inadvertently  mixed  with 
other  milk  for  sale.  An  assurance  to  take  greater  care  in  future  was 
accepted. 


SCHOOLS 

Details  of  the  milk  in  schools  scheme  and  swimming  pools  are 
given  in  my  report  as  Principal  School  Medical  Officer,  but  it  was  felt 
that  the  following  brief  facts  might  be  of  interest. 


Milk  Supply 

221  schools  in  the  County,  including  30  non -maintained  schools 
received  a free  daily  supply  of  j pint  per  child.  All  received  past- 
eurised milk. 

A total  of  45  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  including  28  for 
keeping  quality  and  efficient  pasteurisation , and  17  for  chemical  analysis . 
All  results  proved  satisfactory. 


Swimming  Pools 


During  1967  the  number  of  school  swimming  pools  in  use  in  East 
Suffolk  continued  to  rise,  and  by  the  end  of  the  Summer  there  were  21 
permanent  and  69  portable  pools  in  use  in  additionto  3 mobile  pools  owned 
by  the  County  Council  which  were  loaned,  to  9 schools  during  the  year. 

The  interest  and  care  taken  in  maintaining  the  swimming  pool  water 
was  again  evident  and  very  little  trouble  was  experienced  during  the 
season.  In  general  the  conditions  reflected  credit  on  those  school  tea- 
chers and  caretakers  responsible. 

Regular  supervision  by  Public  Health  staff  is  impossible,  but  very 
good  liaison  exists  between  the  County  Health  Inspector  and  the  P.E. 
organisers,  teachers  and  others  concerned.  Advisory  visits  are  made 
throughout  the  swimming  season  as  frequently  as  possible.  The  problems 
mostly  arise  through  algal  growths  or  the  need  for  pH  adjustment.
